( A  lopted  by  Orltr  in  Couiic:'.',  Dccciiiber  \1tli,  1881.) 

1.  That  leases  of  mining  locations  may  be  granted 
for  twenty-one  (21)  years,  to  applicants — in  the  order 
of  their  applications — who  have  snti.-iliotl  the  Minister 
ot  the  Interior  of  their  means  and  al)ility  to  work 
efficiently  the  mines  applied  for,  an  annual  ground 
rfnt  therefor  of  twenty-five  cents  an  acre  to  be  paid 
half-yearly  in  advance. 

2.  Thnt  the  lessee  shall  pay  a  royalty  often  cents 
per  ton  on  all  coal  taken  out  of  the  mine.  Quarterly 
returns,  made  under  oath,  to  be  furnished  to  tliH 
Minister  of  the  Interior  by  the  lessee,  showing  the 
quantity  of  coal  token  out,  tho  dues  thereon  to  be 
piaid  at  the  time  of  making  such  return. 

,".  That  the  area  to  be  leased  to  one  person  shall 
not  exceed  three  hundnd  and  twf nty  (.320)  acres. 

4.  That  the  boundaries  boneiith  the  surface  of 
such  locations  shall  be  iho  vertical  planes  or  lines  in 
which  their  surface  boundaries  lie. 

,'"i.  That  failure  to  commence  active  operations 
within  one  year  and  to  work  the  mino  within  two 
yciirs  after  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  the  lea«e, 
or  to  pay  the  ground  rent  or  roya'ty,  shall  subject  the 
lessee  to  forfeiture  of  the  lease  and  resui^ption  of  the 
land  by  *hc  Crown. 

6.  The  lease  to  bo  rene-xahlc  for  further  periods 
of  iwenty-one  years  each,  and  f^r  such  ground  rent  and 
royalties  as  may  at  the  time  of  renewal  l»j  aTreed  upon 
bv  the  Government  and  the  Lessee.

(ApproreJ  by  the  Mhister  of  Ciistotn-^  May  ]0/h.  1881.) 
Whereas  by  Schedule  B  of  the  Act  42  Victoria, 
chnp.  15,  intituled  :  "An  Act  to  alter  the  duties  of 
Customs  and  Excise,"  and  the  several  amendments 
thereof  in"ler  the  heading  "Settlers'  Effects,"  it  is 
provided  that  "  Under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Customs,  live  stock,  when  imported  into 
Jliinitoba  or  the  North. West  Territories  by  intf  nili.'g 
;;'■"'(•.') a,  .shall  be  free,  until  otherwife  ordered  by  the 
{;ovei.".'r  in  Council ;'  and,  whereas  certain  parties 
are  desirous  to  procure  certain  tra^  ts  of  land  for  the 
purpose  oi  licrding  and  raiKing  cattle  in  the  said  Pro- 
vince and  T-^rritory,  the  Minister  of  Customs  has  been

In  consequeui  e  of  the  grtut  exppnsi>  of  transport- 
ing wood  to  a  (^on«i.leiablo  distance  from  the  sourc  of 
sii[:ply.  and  also  of  the  complaints  made  to  tho  Minis- 
ter of  tlie  Ii.teiior  of  th»  non-pcrmancnt  character  of 
the  surveyors'  p'sts  hitheito  planted  on  the  prairie,  it 
is  intended  to  supjily  the  parties  going  into  the  field 
for  the  season  of  1832  with  iron  posts  instead.  Light- 
ness, durability,  and  general  fitness  having  been  fully 
considered,  tlie  piittern  devised  by  the  Chief  Inspec- 
tor  of  Surveys  (apt.  Deville),  is  a  tube  of  iron  gas 
piping,  closed  at  hotli  ends,  and  passing  throuirh  the 
centre  of  a  t:i  pint/,  six  inches  square,  which  will  he 
stamped  with  tlio  requisite  marlis.  When  not  under 
examination,  tliis  plate  will  fill  on  the  top  of 
the  mound  in  which  the  post  stand*,  a  very  "ife 
position.  As  tiic  posts  will  lie  stamped  with  a  crown, 
it  will  h  an  ca^y  matter  to  iden'ify  them  if  found 
illegally  iu  the  pos.cessinn  of  Indians  or  other  persons.

LATEST  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENtH 
OF     THE     INTERIOR     GOVERNING     THE 
ISSUE    OF     YEARLY    LICENSES    TO    CUT 
TIMBER. 


(A  loplcd  by   OrJcr  in    Council,  Xorc;ibrr  14///,  1881.) 

1st.  The  area  of  the  timber  berth  to  be  covered 
by  yearly  license  shall  not  exceed  fifty  square  miles  ; 
arid  not  more  than  one  berth  shall  be  given  to  an  in- 
dividual or  tirm.  Any  dei)arture  from  this  rule  which 
special  circumstances  nia_v  render  expedient  shall  be 
mad*!  only  with  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 
2nd.  Such  licenses  shall  be  granted  under  the 
following  conditions  : — 

('/)  The  licensee  shall  pay  a  ground  rent   of  five 

dolliirs  (.■?,j)  per  square  mile. 
(b)  The  lirensfc  shall  also  pay  a  royalty  of  5  per 
cent,  on  the  sales  of  all  products  o)  the  berth. 
('■)  Where  :  i^o  or  more  parties  apply  for  a  license 
for  the    .'une  timber  limit,  their  competitive 
tender   -iiall  be  invited,  and  the  one  ('fTering 
the  highest  sum  in  addition  to  the  annual 
ground  rent  shall  be  grunted  the  berth. 
(7)  Tlic  licensee  shall  have  in  operation  within  a 
year  from  a  date  to  be  fixed  in   the   license, 
and  keep  in  operation  for  at  least  G  months 
of  e;  (  h  year  of  his  liolding,  a  saw  mill  capable 
of  cutting  daily   at  least  ten  thcii.sand  feet,, 
board  mcnsuro,  of  lumber. 

3rd.  In  a  case  where  a  licensee  has  fully  com- 
plied with  all  the  above  conditions,  and  where  no 
portion  of  the  timber  berth  is  reqi;ired  for  settlement, 
or  other  public  pin-pose,  of  whi<'h  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  is  to  be  tlin  judge,  the  license  shall  be  renew- 
ed for  another  year,  sui)ject  to  such  revision  of  the 
annual  rental  or  royalty  to  be  i)ald  therefor  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Couniil. 

4tii.  in  unsurveyi  d  territory  the  party  to  whom  a 
license  shall  be  jir'nnised  shall,  befiire  the  issue  of 
said  license,  and  before  the  said  i)arty  shall  cut  any 
timber,  cause  to  be  made,  at  his  own  expense,  under 
the  instructions  of  the  Surveyor  General,  a  survey  of 
Ills  limber  berth  by  a  duly  qualiticd  Dominion  Lands 
Surveyor  :  and  the  plan  and  field  nc^tes  ef  such  survey 
shall  be  deposited  on  record  in  the  Department  of  the 
Inti:ior. 

.'"ith.  In  surveyed  t'^rritory  berths  shall  consist  of 
townsliip  seetiont',  their  legal  subdivision/,  or  fractions 
thereof.

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RAILWAYS  AND  RIVERS. 

Manitoba  has  already  unbrokea  communication 
by  railway  to  all  parts  of  the  Continent  cf  America  ; 
and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is  already  pushed 
nearly  three  hundred  miles  west  of  Winnipeg,  and 
will  reach  the  Rocky  Mountains  in  less  than  two 
years.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  connection  be- 
tween Thunder  i3ay  nnd  Winnipeg  will  open  for 
tiaflic  this  year,  that  arduous  work  bring  nearly  com- 
pleted. This  will  give  independent  Canadian  com- 
uuiiiioation  between  the  Eastern  Provinces  and  the 
North- West  during  the  season  ot  navigation.  Other 
lines  of  railwny  within  the  North-West  are  being 
pu.shcd  rapidly  forward. 

Colonization  Railways  are  being  projected  in 
every  direction ;  and  it  is  pro])osed  to  open  up  another 
outlet  to  Europe  vid  Hudson's  R»y. 

The  river  system  of  the  Canadian  Nortb-West  is 
of  vast  extent,  and  among  the  most  remarkable  in  the 
world.  The  Red  River,  which  rises  in  the  United 
States,  is  665  miles  lonjf,  and  it  is  navisjable  from 
Moorhead  to  Lake  Winnipeg.  This  lake  is  240  miles 
long,  and  is  navigated  to  the  mouth  of  the  grnat  Sas- 
katchcwan  River,  which  takes  its  rise  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  its  total  length  being  about  1,200  miles, 
navigable  as  high  as  Fort  Edmonton,  almost  under 
the  Rocky  Moantains. 

The  Assiniboine  is  a  river  over  600  miles  long, 
draining  a  vast  extent  of  country,  which  discharges 
into  the  P  .d  River  at  Winnipeg,  and  is  navigable  as 
far  as  Fort  Ellice.  and  at  tavourable  staiea  of  water 
for  ninny  miles  hiiiher  up. 

There  are  numerous  other  rivers  and  lakes  which 
cannot  be  described  here  for  wnnt  of  spuce.  Those 
all  ivc  are  mentioned  as  the  principal  channels  already 
utilized  fur  opening  up  the  country. 

Tlic  si'ttler  will  perceive  that  with  such  a  system 
of  nil  and  water  communication  there  can  never 
come  any  (jueslioii  of  wint  of  markets.  Tlie  home 
ma'ket,  however,  from  tnc  large  influx  of  settlers  and 
the  immense  construction  of  public  works,  will  ab- 
Borl)  nil  the  produce  for  many  years  to  come.

IMPORTANT    FACTS     FOR    INTENDING    SET- 
TLERS  IN  THE    NORTH-WEST   TO 
BEAR  IN  MIND. 

1 .  The  grass  is  not  sufficiently  ftrown  till  about 
May  Ist  to  enable  parties  tiavelllug  on  the  prairie  to 
get  along  without  carrying  forage  for  their  horses  or 
oxen. 

2.  Thougb  a  family  may  manage  very  well  during 
the  summer  with  a  tent  to  protect  them  from  Incle. 
nient  weather,  it  is  indispensable  that  a  warm  dwell- 
ing of  some  kind  should  bo  provided  by  the  1st  of 
November,  at  which  date  winter  sometimes  set"  in  in 
the  Noith. West.  In  districts  wh're  logs  cunnet  he 
obtained  of  which  to  construct  the  log  cabin 
wliicli  is  tiie  first  shelter  of  settlers  in  the  eastern 
provinces,  suffirien!;  material  for  a  house,  of  say  16  x  20 
'  ..'sawn  boards,  may  be  purchased  for  about  $150 
^■j.or)).  Should  the  owner's  mrans  be  in«uflicient  to 
accomplish  anything  better,  the  frame  which  he  can 
with  such  m.Tterial  consiruct  may  be  nmde  warm  for 
the  winter  by  building  a  sod  \yall  outside  of  the 
boaids,  and  siircadiug  buy  on  the  roof,  covered  with 
a  layer  of  earth,  to  protect  the  structure  from  the  con- 
tingency of  catching  fire  fiom  sparks. 

3.  Tho  new  anival  in  the  Noith-West  should 
not  fail  ti)  provide  some  kiml  of  frost-proof  cellar  that 
will  do  for  th-  winter  storage  of  potatoes  and  other 
provisions,  of  which  a  six  months'  stock  should  be 
laid  in.  A  farmer  who  builds  a  commodious  cellar  in 
wbit-h  to  accommodate  quiintilies  of  roots  can  make  a 
large  i)rofit,  as  tho  season  advances,  by  disposing  of 
the  articles  he  has  kept  in  good  condition,  either  to  his 
less  provident  neighbours  or  to  provisloa  dealers.

This  little  work  is  presented  to  the  public  in  the  hope  of  supplying  a  serious  want  hitherto  experi- 
enced by  all  who  have  gone  to  the  North-West  with  the  object  of  taking  up  Dominion  lands  ;  and  ita 
appearance  at  the  present  time  will,  no  doubt,  be  accepted  as  particularly  opportune,  owing  to  the  im- 

{>ortant  changes  in  the  method  of  survey  inaugurated  during  the  season  of  1881,  a  circumstance  calcu- 
ated  to  confuse  the  partial  knowledge  of  the  matter  which  many  pioneer  settlers  already  possess. 

The  author  has  endeavoured  to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  the  use  of  technical  phraseology  in 
explaining  theoretic  principles  governing  the  surveys,  while  describing  aj  fully  oi,  is  compatible  with 
the  limited  space  at  his  disposal,  and  w^ith  the  aid  of  numerous  original  diagrams,  a  subject  more 
scientifically  treated  in  the  revised  Manual  shewing  Die  System  of  Survey  of  the  Dominion  Lands,*  recently 
published,  exclusively  for  the  instruction  and  guidance  of  surveyors  employed  by  the  Government,  by 
authority  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

The  synopsis  of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  affecting  th'i  settlei-^ent  of  the  public  lands 
will  relieve  many  a  fanner  of  the  unaccustomed  labour  of  searching  tbrough  the  Statutes  for  informa- 
tion here  presented  in  a  convenient  and  intelligible  form  ;  and  the  skeleton  diagrams  of  Townships 
and  Sections  in  the  Appendix,  the  latter  of  which  are  drawn  according  to  the  same  scale  as  the 
topographical  maps  avrttlable  for  examixiation  at  the  Dominion  Lands  Office  for  each  District,  cannot  fail 
to  be  of  great  service  to  every  land  hunter  requiring  to  make  memoranda  respecting  the  part  of 
the  country  he  visits. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  include  within  the  scope  of  a  publication  whose  purpose  is  so 
specific  such  general  information  regarding  that  "land  of  illimitable  possibilities"  as  may  be  found  in 
the  valuable  pamphlets  written  by  Mr.  Thos.  Speiice  and  others.  Its  aim  is  the  not  less  useful  one 
of  supplementing  the  labours  of  thoae  gentlemen  by  breaking  entirely  new  ground. 

In  conclusion,  the  author  would  express  his  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  kindly  assistance 
rendered  him  by  various  ofticers  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  whose  welcome  suggestions  on 
several  points  have  not  only  enhanced  the  practical  value  of  the  Land  Probpbctor's  Manual,  but 
invested  it  with  an  authority  semi-official  in  character.

COMPOSITION  OF  THE  PARTY. 

The  object  of  a  trip  on  the  praiiie,  for  the 
purpose  of  selecting  lands  to  homestead  or  purchase, 
can  be  attained  with  much  more  aatiafaction  and 
success  by  the  organization  of  a  small  party,  com- 
posed of  from  two  to  four  persons.  If  the 
number  exceeds  the  latter  figure,  disputes  are  apt 
to  arise,  through  conflict  ot  interests,  when  the 
choice  of  locations  has  to  be  arrived  at.  Two 
companions  may  get  along  very  well  ;  but,  in 
following  up  lines,  setting  off  right  auglus,  and  in 
some  otner  situations,  the  presence  of  at  least 
three  persons  will  be  found  to  facilitate  operations. 
In  case  of  a  break-down,  getting  "stuck"  in  a 
swamp  or  coulee,  or  the  occurrence  of  any  other 
contingency  of  prairie  travel,  it  will  be  found 
that  "many  hands  make  light  work"  in  overcoming 
the  difficulty.  The  eipense  of  such  an  expediiiun, 
moreover,  will  fall  much  lighter  upon  the  indivi- 
dual, if  shared  jJercajnto  among  several  explorers 
participating  in  the  use  of  a  joint  outfit.  * 

♦  In  the  North-We«t  the  t«rm  "outfit"  is  understood  as 
including  not  only  the  tran8)>ort  aceoramoilation  and  equipment 
of  a  psr^,  but  oven  tho  commercial  stock  in  trade  of  a  mercan- 
til«  venture. 


SUGUE.STIONS   AS  TO  OUTFIT. 

The  necessary  articles  with  which  to  ec^uip  a 
party  of  Ijand  Prospectors  are  but  few  in  number, 
and,  with  the  .single  exception  of  meai.  of  trans- 
portation, very  inexpensive.  The  (^uautity  of 
provisions  to  be  taken  along  must  be  determined 
(1)  by  the  number  of  the  party  ;  (2)  by  the  length 
of  tiiue  it  i?  expected  the  trip  will  last ;  and  (\i), 
by  the  possibility  of  obtaining  further  supplies 
while  in  the  field. 

Land  hunters  will  find  it  to  their  great  advan- 
tage, no  matter  what  may  be  their  transportation 
facilities,  to  tiavel  on  such  an  excursion  as  lightly 
laden  as  possible,  for,  by  duly  oteervingthis  consid- 
eration, they  will  be  able  to  pass  without  check 
over  rough  country  and  througli  bad  places,  which 
would  be  altogether  impossible  if  they  carriol  much 
freight.

An  alternative  plan — almost  e<iually  good,  and 
rather  less  expensive — would  be  to  purchase  or  hire 
a  Red  River  cart  Tdrawn  either  by  ox  *  or  native 
pony)  to  carry  tne  tent,  blankets,  and  provisions 
of  the  party,  the  land  hunters  themselves  going 
afoot.  A  party  so  provided  may  travel  slowly,  it 
is  true  ;  but,  uke  the  snail,  they  will  carry  their 
home  along  with  them,  and  can  go  anywhere. 

An  extra  horse,  with  saddle  and  bridle  t,  will 
be  found  a  useful  adjunct  to  the  outfit  ;  and 
such  should  be  equippeil  with  breast-band  and 
rope  traces  arranged,  lik»^  those  worn  by  the 
charger  of  a  non-commissioned  ollicer  of  field 
artillery,  so  that  the  animal  can  be  readily  attached 
to  the  vehicle  should  aid  be  necessary  to  enable  it 
to  pass  over  an  awkward  spot. 

The  following  lists  include  the  reipiisites 
for  practical  and  economical  Prospectors  ;  and, 
though  every  article  mentioned  may  not  by  some 
be  deemed  indispensable,  these  (5atalogues  will,  no 
doubt,  be  found  of  assistance  to  novices  organizing 
such  an  expedition  for  the  fu-st  tinie:

candles. 

Pergonal  BeqivUitiJi:  Ilach  member  of  the 
party  should  supply  himself  with  the  following  : 
The  Land  Prospkctok'h  Manual  and  Field- 
Boor  ;  red-and-blue  pencil ;  black-lead  pencil ; 
knife,  fork,  and  spoon  :  tin  plate  and  pint  drink- 
ing cup  ;  change  of  shirt,  drawers,  and  socks  ;  a 
towel ;  a  pair  of  blankets  ;  mosquito  bars  ;  a 
wateiproof  coat,  poncho,  or  sheet ;  and  long 
boots  t.  Abuflalorobe  would  be  found  desirable 
in  early  spring  or  late  in  the  fall. 

One  or  two  guns  among  the  party  would 
provide,  during  the  proper  seasons,  variety  for  the 
bill  of  fare. 


*  A  itove  of  this  kind  will  be  found  invaluable  by  a  settler's 
wife  during  the  preliminary  stacres  of  establisliing  a  liomeon  the 
prairie,  as.  owing  to  its  non-nuliation  of  heat,  it  can  be  utted  in- 
side st  A  snanty  aaving  no  partitions  without  uaufiiug  discomfort, 
wh*n  any  other  kind  of  stove  would  be  found  iutolerabie.

ESSENTIAL  INFORMATION. 

When  the  Prospectors  have  mvAe  up  their 
minds  as  to  the  particular  part  of  the  country  they 
will  explore  in  search  of  farms  to  suit  their  require- 
ments, they  should  ascertain  in  which  Land  District 
the  locality  is  situate,  and  proceed  to  the  office  of 
the  "  Local  Agent  "  in  charge,  who  is  the  official 
representative  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Branch  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior.  [See  Diagram  No. 
VI,  exhibiting  the  boundaries  of  the  various  Land 
Districts  east  of  the  Second  Principal  Meridian.] 
Here  they  will  be  furniithed,  free  of  cost,  with  all 
the  information  the  Agent's  books  contain  calculated 
to  assist  the  would-be  settler  or  purchaser  in  makiue 
his  selection  with  the  least  pc«sible  difficulty  an<I 
loss  of  time.*  The  foUowiiog  suggestions  are 
ofl'ered  as  indicating  the  genertd  information  that 
should  be  obtained  of  a  Local  w\gent : — 

1.  As  to  the  most  promising  localities  the  Diii- 
trict  contains,  having  regard  to  the  primary  requi- 
sites, viz  :  Rich  land,  sufficiency  of  timber,  and 
good  water. 

2  Should  all  of  these  desiderata  not  be  attain- 
able in  any  locality  that  appears  attractive,  it  would 
be  important  to  ascertain  what   prospect   there

For  instance,  whether  wood-lots  would  be  obtain- 
able, if  the  country  it  is  proposed  to  locate  in  should 
be  open  prairie;  or  what  results  would  be  likely  to 
attend  the  sinking  of  wells,  if  there  be  no  per- 
manent fresh  water  lakes,  ponds,  or  streams  iu  the 
locality. 

3.  Present  facilities  for  reaching  the  townships 
under  enquiry  should  be  ascertained  :  and  the 
prospects  of  securing  improved  means  of  transport- 
alon  and  communication,  in  the  near  future,  might 
also  be  taken  into  cout^idevation. 

After  deciding  in  what  particular  townships 
they  wiU  pursue  their  search,  the  Prospuctoi-s 
should  obtain  the  following  sjiecific  information  in 
regard  to  them  : — 

1.  As  to  Avhi(;h  i|uarter-sectionM  have  already 
been  entered  for  by  other  parties,  all  uf  which  should 
be  carefully  crossed  off  on  one  of  the  l>lank  township 
diagiffms  in  the  Appendix.  These  being  closed 
against  further  entry  (^unless  in  t.-ase  of  cancellation 
on  account  of  non-fulhlment  of  conditions,)  the  un- 
marked quarter-sections  will  shew  at  a  glance  all 
the  lands  m  the  township  that  it  is  necessary  to  ex- 
aminew  The  diagram  itself  e.vhibits,  in  blank,  the 
even-numbered  sections,  which  are  the  only  sections 
available  for  homenteading  or  jire-eniption;  the 
remainder  being  obtainable  by  purchase  onlii,  from 
the  Government,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  the  Hudsim's  Bay  Company,  or  private 
proprietors  who  have  already  acriuirod  them. 

2.  A«  to  the  charactciisticB  of  the  locality.  The 


Local  Agent,  on  rei^uest,  will  show  to  an  applicant 
a  copy  of  the  official  map  of  the  survey  of  any 
parlicalar  township,  drawn  on  a^  scale  of  two 
mches  to  the  mile.  From  this  the  Prospector  may 
note  upon  a  section  diagram  (also  in  the  Appendix) 
any  features  distinguisiiing  the  quarter-sections 
stiil  open  for  entry.  The  points  to  be  specially 
ol>served  and  marked  down  are  : — 

(a)  The  quality  of  the  soil — whether  classified 

as  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  or  4th  class. 
{h)  Whether  the  land  is  prairie,  timbered,  wet, 

or  swampy. 
(*■)  The  course  of  rmy  creek,  and  the  position 
of  any  lake  or  pond  (fresh,  salt,  or  alka- 
line) not  exhibited  in  the  general  map. 
{<!)  The  situation  of  f^wamp  or  hay  lands, 
(r)  The  location  of  such  timber  or  brush  as 

there  may  be. 
(/)  The  direction  of  any  road  or  trail  travers- 
ing the  land. 
As  most  Prospectors  are  not  likely  to  be  pro- 
vided with  t!ie  means  of  sketching  such  features 
on  the  blank  diagrams  in  all  the  ordinary  colours

Eectors  shouM  finally  seek  information  as  to  the 
est  trail  to  follow  in  order  to  reach  the  townships 
they  purnose  examining,  and  this  should  be 
sketched  down  on  the  general  map. 

HOW  TO  FIND   A  T ARTICULAR  SECTION. 

Upon  nearing  the  locality  to  be  explored,  the 
party  aliould  keep  on  the  look-out  for  a  "  mound." 
So  soon  as  one  is  perceived,  an  examination  of  the 
marks  upon  the  post  in  its  centre  [See  Diagram 
No.  V.J  will  acquaint  the  Prospectors  with  the 
exact  situation  in  which  they  then  stand.  Any 
perf>on  who  comprehends  the  meaning  of  the  in- 
scriptions on  township  or  section  corner  posts  can- 
not possibly  get  lost  within  the  surveyea  districts 
of  tne  North* West,  and,  with  or  without  the  aid 
of  a  compaiB,  he  should  experience  little  difficulty 
in  keeping  on  the  course  he  wishes  to  follow. 


Having  at  kst  reached  such  a  mound  in  imme- 
diate proximity  to  one  of  the  sections  it  is  desired 
to  exataine,  in  order  to  reach  the  actual  spot  it  is 
only  necessary  to  follow  up  one  of  the  surveyed 
lines  leading  m  the  proper  direction,  which  may  be 
readily  done  by  the  following  method  :  Let  two 
members  of  the  party  be  designated  "A"  and  "  B." 
Let  A  plant  the  cross-staff  against  the  post  in  the 
centre  of  the  mound,  and  by  use  of  the  pocket- 
compass,  and  allowing  for  the  variation,  set  one  of 
the  grooves  in  the  direction  of  north-and-south. 
Then  let  B,  on  horseback,  start  off  in  the  required 
direction  (whether  north,  south,  east,  or  west,)  A 
directing  him  by  motions,  so  that  he  proceeds  on  a 
correct  course.  When  he  has  gone  about  half  a 
mile,  he  should  be  able  to  find  the  mound  erected 
at  the  quarter-section  corner  (marked  with  the 
"  I  "  sign  only.)  Here  he  may  plant  his  flag.  Two 
points  being  thus  absolutely  established,  by  placing 
the  cross-staff  on  either  of  them,  and  aligning  one 
of  its  grooves  on  the  flag  planted  upon  the  other, 
lines  can  be  set  off,  either  north-and-south  or  east- 
and-west,  with  almost  perfect  accuracy.  All  that 
is  necessary  is  for  A  to  glance  through  the  groove 
pointing  in  the  particular  direction  required, 
to  be  able  to  direct  B  upon  a  true  course  any 
distance  within  the  range  of  his  sight. 

HOW  TO  LOCATE  CORNERS  ON    UNSURVEYKD  LINES. 

To  ascertain  the  true  centre  of  any  section,  or 
the  position  of  a  section  or  quarter-section  comev 
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on  any  uiisuryeyed  line,  u  a  very  simple  matter 
with  the  aid  of  the  cross-staff,  by  adopting  the 
following  method  : — 

To  find  the  centre  of  Sect.  14  : — Let  B  plant 
one  ^tks  on  th«  mound  at  a,  and  another  on  that  at 
h  ;  an«f  let  A  plant  the  croas-'itaft'  at  <•,  aligning  one 
of  the  grooves  on  the  flag  at  /».  Then  ht  B  plant 
a  third  flag  a  few  chains  west  of  c,  bein^  directed 
by  A  through  the  groove  pointing  in  that  direc- 
tion ;  and  call  this  fresh  point  d.  Finally,  let  A 
walk  westward,  according  to  tlie  line  indicated  by 
the  flaga  at  d  and  c,  untu  he  can  not  only  align 
those  flags  through  the  one  groove,  but  that  stand- 
ing at  a  through  the  groove  poiating  south.  When 
this  ia  the  case,  the  point  wnereon  the  cross-staff 
then  stands  will  be  the  actual  centre  of  the  sec- 
tion ;  and  a  picket  to  mark  its  position,  thus  ascer- 
tained, may  now  be  driven  in. 

To  find  the  point  g,  whert^  the  unsurveyed 
line  dividing  the  two  sections  is  intersected,  a  simi- 
lar plan  may  be  followed  by  obtaining  ttie  requi- 
site bearings  from  the  mounds  most  convenient. 

In  order  to  determine  the  relative  position  of 
any  of  the  comers  of  sections  or  (juarter-sections 
occurring  on  the  unsurveyed  limit  of  a  road  allow- 
ance, the  most  ready  plan  is  to  plant  the  cioss- 
stafi'at  the  post  in  the  mound  immediately  oppo- 
site the  point  it  is  desired  to  ascertain,  and  align 
one  of  its  grooves  upon  a  flag  erected  on  some

Under  the  improved  system  of  suiTey,  now  in 
force,  Dominion  lands  in  the  North- West  Terri- 
tories are  laid  off  in  four-sided  "  townsliipe," 
almost  square  in  form,  bounded  on  their 
east  and  west  sides  by  lines  which  are  meri- 
dians of  longitude  (i.i., radiating  froxu  the  North 
Pole,)  and  on  the  north  and  south  sides  by  lines 
which  are  chords  of  the  civcular  parallels  of 
latitude  jnv^ersecting  such  meridians. 

A  township  measures  on  its  east  and  west  sitles, 
from  centre  to  lentre  of  the  road  allowances  which 
form  its  actual  boundaries,  exactly  483  chains,  and 
on  ita  north  aiid  south  sides  4*^6  chains,  more  or 
less,  subject  to  the  deficiency  or  surplus  re-sultinfj 
from  the  convergence  or  divergence  of  the  meri- 
dians, as  the  case  may  be,  caused  by  the  curvature 
of  the  surface  of  ttie  Globe. 

Townships  are  numbered  in  regular  order 
northward  from  the  49th  "Parallel  of  north  lati- 
tude, which  forms  the  International  Boundary 
Lin«  between  the  territories  of  Canada  and  those 
of  the  United  States  [Sec  Diagram  No.  Ij  and 


they  lie  in  "ranges"  which  are  numbered  in 
regular  succession  westward  of  certain  standard 
north-and-south  lines  first  established,  under  the 
name  of  **  principal  meridian^,"  which  are  dis- 
tinctly set  down  on  all  Government  luaps.^^

The  terms  "half-quarter-aection"  and  "luarter- 
qnarter-seotion"  are  legal  designations  expressing 


the  quantity  of  80  and  40  acres  respectively  ;  but, 
to  facilitate  the  description  for  letters  patent  of 
less  than  a  half-quarter-section,  the  quarter-sections 
comprising  every  separate  s-iction  are,  in  accordance

off  in  "blocka"  of  sixteen  townships  each,  by 
projecting  the  several  base  lines  and  meridian 
Jines  which  are  requirpd  to  form  the  boundaries  of 
each  block.  These  block  surveys  are  specially 
arranged  for  by  the  Government  in  advance  of 
immediate  requirements  for  subdivision  into 
townships,  and  by  this  means  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  features  of  the  country  is  first  obtained. 

The  outlines  of  the  townships  included  within 
such  a  block  are  next  surveyed  by  a  different 
surveyor,  whose  report  extends  the  knowledge 
of  the  locality  already  in  possession  of  the 
Department. 

Lastly,  the  townships  whose  outlines  have 
been  thus  already  defined  are  subdivided,  upon  c«m- 
tract,  by  a  third  sur^'eyor,  who  is  required  to 
plant  upon  the  ground  all  the  interior  posts  or 
other  monuments  shewn  in  Diagram  No.  II,  and 
also  to  set  down  in  his  field-notes  all  facts  necessary 
to  a  complete  topographical  report  of  the  country. 
The  returns  ot  these  contract  surveyors,  the 
accuracy  of  which  is  ensured  by  a  system  of 
inspectioHf  constitute  a  valuable  fund  of  intelligence 
regarding  the  soil  and  general  resources  of  the 
North-West,  which  is  available  for  statesmen,  in- 
vestors, or  settlers  intejested  in  the  progress  and 
development  of  the  country.

HOW  SUBVEY  LINES  ARE  MARKED  ON  THE 
GROUND. 

The  course  of  every  line  surveyed  in  the 
North- West  is  marked  upon  the  ground  by  the 
planting  or  erection  of  sucn  posts,  stones,  mounds, 
or  other  monuments  as  will  serve  the  temporary 
purpose  of  guiding  Prospectors  through  the 
country,  and  which  also  constitute  permanent 
landmarks  to  establish  the  legal  boundaries  of  farms 
held  by  diflerent  proprietors.  * 

Only  a  single  row  of  posts  for  other  monu- 
ments) to  indicate  the  comers  of  townships,  sec- 
tions, or  quarter-sections  is  placed  on  the  ground 
to  show  tne  line  surveyed,  except  in  the  case  of 
correction  lines.  Such  i>oste  (or  other  monu- 
ments) are  invariably  planted  along  the  western 
limit  of  the  road  allowance  on  all  lines  running 
north-and-soulh,  and  in  the  southern  limit  of  the 
road  allowance  on  all  lines  running  east-and-west. 
It  follows,  accordingly,that  such  corner  posts  always 


*  It  ii  not  only  mischievous  und  improper,  but  in  law  a 
felony,  to  remove,  alter,  or  deface  uny  landmark  established  by 
the  ori(final  surAeys  of  the  Government.

On  correction  lines,  however,  the  boun- 
daries on  both  sides  of  the  i  oad  allowance  are  ])lant- 
ed  with  monuments  indicating  the  township, 
section,  and  quarter-section  corners  [See  i'ig.  3, 
Diagram  No.  v.] 

The  kind  of  monument  employed  varies 
somewhat,  according  to  the  material  available  in 
the  locality  surveyed  ;  but  the  position  in  which 
all  such  are  placed  is  governed  by  uiialterablc 
rules,  and  the  inscriptions  or  marks  are  all  in 
conformity. 

Ina  timbered  country,  a  \)oh\.  ihree  inches  sfjiiare, 
and  showing  two  feet  above  ground  |See  Fig.  i2, 
Diagram  No.  IV.J  is  firmly  planted  l  the  town- 
ship or  section  corner  to  be  iiniicatod,  vmi  it  bears 
marks  as  hereafter  described.  The  jtosi  listinguish- 
ing  a  (luarter-sectivii  corner  in  such  a  region  w 
thiee  inches  wide,  being  tlatteni;d  on  two  sides, 
and  it  stands  eighteen  inches  only  abov.'  the  sur- 
f(iC3,  with  the  flattened  sides  at  right  angles  to 
the  line  on  which  it  stands  |See  Fig.  1,  Diagram 
No.  IV.]  lu  a  WuDded  region  where  stone  abound!., 
comen  are  sometimes  defined  by  iiimj)le  stones 


corre(  tly  planted  and  properly  marked.  [See  Fig. 
;j,  Dingram  No.  IV.*]  The  position  of  all  such 
corners  as  are  indicated  by  simple  monuments  such 
as  a  post  or  stone  are  fiirtuer  defined  by  the 
astronomical  bearing  and  distance  therefrom  being 
marked  in  red  chalk  upon  some  adjacent  tree, 
the  side  of  which  nearest  to  the  monument  is  also 
inscribed  with  the  letters  "B.  T,"  cut  into  the 
trunk. 

In  a  prairie  rnuntry,  the  posts  stand  in  the  centre 
of  mounds,  generally  of  earth,  thrown  up  in  the 
form  of  right-angled  i>yramid8.  At  the  corners  of 
townships  these  mounds  arc  three  feet  high,  their 
bases  being  six  feet  square  ;  at  the  corners  of 
sections  or  quarter-sections  the  mounds  stand  2  ft. 
6  iu.  high,  and  their  bases  are  five  feet  s([uare.  In 
the  formation  of  these  mounds  the  earth  is  taken 
from  four  stjuare  pits,  each  being  opj)osite  one 
of  the  four  sides  of  the  mound.  [See  Fig.  4, 
Diagram  No.  1  \'.  ]  Ina  prairie  country  that  is  also 
stony,  the  mounds  are  often  built  of  stones,  piled 
u])  around  the  post  so  as  to  conform  as  nearly  as 
possible  to  the  earth  mounds  in  size  and  shape.

If  a  townsliij)  or  othrr  corner  fall  in  a  ravine, 
the  bed  of  a  stream,  or  soiue similar  situation  where 
it  would  bo  inipo8siV)le  to  erect  a  monument  of  a 
permanent  character,  and  should  a  "bearing  tree" 
iiol  he  obiaitiable,  the  surveyor  indicates  the  posi- 

•  A  8t»)iic  I'orncr  in  ver.v  rarel.v  to  be  seen  in  tho  North- 
Wext,  the  country  havin)fxei>«rftlly  an  tvliuvial  aoil  of  great  rich 
nwH,  with  uo  ittoDe  whntuver. 
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tion  of  such  corner  by  erecting  at  the  nearest 
suitable  spot  a  "witness  mound."  [See  Fig  7,  Dia- 
gram No.  iV.]  In  this  case  the  mound  is  in  the 
form  of  a  cone  %  ft.  6  in.  high,  its  base  having  a 
diameter  of  six  feet.  The  post  in  the  centre  is 
marked  "W.  M."  and  also  inscribed,  in  red  chalk, 
with  the  bearing  and  distance  from  such  mound. 

The  posts  m  all  mounds  show  at  least  ten 
inches  above  the  apex  of  the  same,  whether  the 
latter  have  been  built  of  earth  or  stones. 

On  ordinary  surveyed  lines  the  posts  and 
mounds  are  so  placed  that  their  angles  rest  u[)on 
the  line  on  which  they  stand.  [See  Fig.  2,  Diagram 
No.  v.] 

On  correction  lineH,  however,  the  posts  and 
mounds  are  erected  square  with  the  line,  which 
passee  through  the  cent  le  of  two  sides  of  the  mound. 
[See  Fig.  1,  Diagram  No.  V.] 

Iron  posts,  which  are  placed  at  every  tawnshi)) 
comer,  consist  of  either  iron  bars  or  tubes,  driven 
into  the  ground  with  a  uledge,  and  inscribed,  by 
means  of  a  cold-cliinel,  with  the  necessary  junrks. 
The  mounds  in  connection  with  such  monunivnts 
form  an  exception  to  the  general  rub-,  in  that  they 
are  so  ploced  that  the  iron  post  stands  at  the  nort  h- 
ern  angle  thereof.  There  is,  however,  with  iron 
posts  the  usual  difference  in  r<spect  to  monumentH

Canadian  public  lands  in  ilaniloba  and  the 
North-West  Territories  may  be  aciiuired  either  by 
honiesteading  (as  a  free  grant)  or  by  purchase  ou 
the  terms  set  forth  in  the  Ref,'ulati()nH  issued  by  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  The  inforn;ation*con- 
tained  in  this  and  sult.se(|uent  pages  has  been  sum- 
marized from  the  Consolidated  Dominion  Lands  Act, 
1879,  and  the  amendments  thereto  of  1880  and]188 1 ; 
from  the  Regulations  for  cli.si)osing  of  tlie  ))ublic  lands 
now  in  force  ;  and  from  various  other  authorities.

A  "homestead,"  which  is  limited  in  extent 
to  a  farm  of  100  acres,  is  afnc  yift  from  the  Gov- 
ernm^t  on  condition  of  three  yeai-s'  actual 
residence  and  cidtivatiou*  ;  luit  a  "pre-emjttion  " 
entry,  giving  the  right  of  jiriuiity  of  purchase 
at  &  future  period,  for  an  additiunal  tract  of  160 
acres,  is  also  allowed  to  eacii  honjestcad  settler, 
who  may  occupy  and  cultivate  the  whole  320 
Acres  for  three  years  without  any  i>ayiiient  whatever 
except  the  entry  feejs,  subject,  however,  to  the  fultil-

ment  of  the  obhgations  attaching  tn  the  homestead 
grant  .*  Only  the  cren-tunWri (J  m'tin/moi  a  township 
can  V)e  taken  up  as  h)mesteads  and  ]tre-ein]>tions. 
The  price  of  a  pre-emption,  according  to  its  class, 
is  governed  by  the  latest  olticial  Regulations,  and 
must  be  i)aid  in  one  .-'um  .'it  tin-  cxpiiation  of  thiee 
years  after  entry. 

Settlers  in  townships  win  ii'  wood  is  scarce,  or 
alto^'cther  wanting,  are  alb>wed  to  jmichasi!  "wocd 
lots"  not  exceeding  20  acres  in  size,  out  of  timbered 
land,  in  some  adjacent  locality,  reserved  for  the 
purpose.  Tlir  price  of  wooil-lot-.  is  i*.").(K>  per 
acre.  (Sec  latt-st  Regulation.*,  as  to  building  tim- 
ber, etc.l 

Settlers  are  strictly  foibiddcu  to  dispose  of 
wood  from  of!  their  homesteads,  pre-emptions,  or 
wood-lots  (previous  to  issue  of  patent)  to  saw-mill 
proprietors  or  any  ])ei-bon  other  than  an  actual

^  While  he  faithfully  performs  the  homestead  con- 
ditionB,  aseltler  enjoys  the  full  rights  of  proprietor- 
ship, even  previous  to  receiving  patent.  Non» 
fulfilment  of  conditions,  however,  renders  the 
entries  for  homestead,  pre-emption,  and  wood-lot 
subject  to  cancellation,  the  right  to  hold  the  two 
latter  claims  being  entirely  contingent  on  actual 
performance  of  homestead  obligations.  On  can- 
cellation, all  improvements  become  forfeited  to 
the  Crown,  and  the  ex-holder  is  prohibited  from 
mikina  a  second  homestead  entry. 

Tne  title  of  all  lauxis  remains  with  the  Crown 
till  after  the  patent  is  issued.  Unpatented  lands 
are  consequently  not  liable  to  seizure  for  debt,  nor 
do  they  afford  any  security  for  obtaining  credit  or 
loans.  In  case  a  settler  dies,  the  law  allows  his 
executors  to  fulfil  the  deceased's  homestead  obliga- 
tions, that  the  estate  may  be  secured  to  his  heirs. 

Any  man  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  any 
"vroman  who  is  the  sole  head  of  a  family,  may  take 
up  a  homestead.  If  the  citi/en  of  a  foreign  country, 
such  settler  is  required  to  become  a  British  subject, 
by  naturalization,  previous  to  issue  of  patent, 
which  can  be  done  under  the  law  on  completion  of 
his  or  her  three  years'  residence  on  the  homestead. 
[See  Appendix,  page  67.] 

PURCHASB  AND  LEASK  OF  LAKDS. 

tiands  may  be  purchased  direct  from  the 
Oovernment  under  the  Regulations  for  the  time 


being  [See  official  advertisement],  but  only  in  the 
odd-numhered  sections  of  a  township. 

No  individual  per^ion  may  purchase  from  the 
Government,  except  under  the  "Colonization" 
regulations,  more  than  640  acres. 

Ordinary  purchases  must  be  made  at  the  office 
of  the  Local  Agent,  and  in  lawful  money  of  Canada, 
unless  by  ''scrip,"  or  military  or  Mounted  Police 
bounty  warrant.  [See  Pages  41  and  43.] 
Land  offices  being  usually  established  in  positions 
in  advance  of  banking  facilities,  cheques  cannot  be 
accepted  by  the  Agent  without  personal  risk  and 
inconvenience.  Money  order  offices  not  ordinarily 
existing  in  such  local ities,remittances  by  post  should 
be  sent  in  registered  letters. 

Pasturage,  mineral,  and  timbered  lands  may  bo 
leased  from  tne  Department  of  the  Interior  in  accor- 
dance with  the  terms  set  forth  iu  departmental 
Regulations. 

COLONIZATION  FACILITIES. 

Special  facilities  are  off'ered  for  the  cultivation 
or  colonisation  of  lart;e  tracts  of  land,  a  choice 
being  offered  of  two  distiuct  plans  for  acquiiing 
such.    [See  latest  Regulations.] 

FOREST-TllP^E    CULTUKE    CLAIMS    ABOLISHED. 

The  forest-Tree  Culture  clauses  of  the 
Dominion  Lands  Act  became  inoperative  when 
the  Government,  with  the  sanction  of  Parliament, 
appropriated  the  whole  of  the  unalienated  Domin- 
ion lands,  with  the  exception  of  the  proportion 
reserved  for  homesteads,  to  the  single  purpose  of 
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producing  a  fund  out  of  which  to  aasist  the  build- 
ing of  railways  in  the  North- West. 

IMPORTANCiS  OP    A  LEfJAL   ENTRY. 

All  who  seek  to  acquire  Dominion  lands  iu 
the  North-West,  whether  by  homesteading  or 
purchase,  Tshould  secure  an  entry  *  for  the  same, 
with  the  least  possible  delay,  at  the  office  of  the 
Local  Agent  in  whose  district  sucli  lands  may  be, 
because  the  law  provides  that  "every  entry-receipt 
or  certificate  issued  by  an  Ager  of  Dominion 
Lands  shall,  unless  such  entry  shall  have  been 
subsequently  cancelled,"  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  the  same  has  been  granted  to  "maintain 
suits  at  law  or  in  equity  agamst  any  wrongdoer  or 
trespasser  on  the  lands  so  entered,  as  effectually  as 
he  could  do  under  a  patent  of  such  lands  from  the 
Crown." 

THE  POSITION  OP  "SQUATTEUS." 

No  entry  can,  of  course,  be  made  for  lands 
still  unsurveyed,  or,  even  if  surveyed,  not  yet  in  the 
hands  of  the  Local  Agent  for  disposal.  A  settler, 
therefore,  who  makes  improvements  under  such 
circumstances  does  so  entirely  at  bis  own  risk,  and 
must  rely  upon  actual  continuous  residence 
and  practical  cultivation  as  the  grounds  upon  w'hich 
to  establish  an  equitable  right  to  hold  his  claim. 


*  An  office  fee  of  $10  is  charjjed  for  each  entry-certiflcate. 
The  entry  must  b«  personally  applied  for,  except  in  the  ctMe  cf 
intendinir  enii(rrants  from  Europe,  who  may  enter  by  an  agint 
duly  authorized  by  them  under  the  wncUo^  of  the  Minister  of 
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No  time  should  be  wasted  by  such  a  settler,  how- 
ever, inassevting  Imposition  at  the  earliest  moment 
when  such  can  effectually  be  done.  The  Act 
states  that,  "in  case  of  a  claim  from  actual  settle-  . 
men*  in  then  unsurveyed  lands,  the  claimant  must 
file  such  application  vntliin  three  months  after  due 
notice  has  been  received  at  the  Local  Office  of  such 
lands  having  been  surveyed  and  the  survey  thereof 
coufirmed,"accompanied  by  legal  proofs*  of  sett'o- 
ment  and  improvement,  "whereupon  such 
claimant  shall  be  allowed  to  enter,  to  the  extent  of 
160  acres,  as  a  homestead,  the  laud?,  as  the  same 
may  have  been  surveyed  and  laid  out,  upon  which 
he.  may  he  remJent,  in  such  manner  as  to  cover  his 
most  valuable  improvements." 

The  Government,  it  would  be  well  for  squat- 
ters to  remeniljer,  is  not  legally  bound  to  protect 
any  person  "found  to  have  settled  on  land  v/bicU 
may  have  been  set  apart  as  railway  land,  or  for 
any  other  purpose,  by  the  Governor-in-Council, 
or  which,  by  law  or  by  allotment  duly  made,  may 
be  claimed  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company." 

A  settler  who  has  taken  up  land  in  advance  of 
the  surveys  f  ehoulcl  keep  a  bright  look-out  for 
the  arrival,  sooner  o^-  later,  of  the  surveyors  in  his

t  Such  settler  would  act  wisely  iu  driving  in  pickets  to 
mark  the  boundaries  »>f  the  land  he  desires  to  hold  as  a  home- 
stead, lliese  boundaries  should  be  laid  off  east-and-west  and 
north-and-south,  as  near  as  may  be,  a  distance  of  forty  chains 
(half-a-inile>  on  each  side.

In  the  6vent  of  a  dispute  between  two  or 
more  squatters  as  to  the  rigut  to  hold  lands  taken 
up  in  advance  of  the  surveys,  the  law  declares 
that  the  homestead  right  shall  belong  to  him  who 
made  the  first  settlement  on  the  land  in  question. 
In  tsases,  however,  where  it  is  shewn  that  the  con- 
tending parties  have  each  made  valuable  improve- 
ments on  the  disputed  claim,  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  has  power,  on  the  survey  of  the  township 
i#J^i#;|he  lauds  are  situate  taking  place,  to 
ifr&t  tk'MxskioiOt  of  the  san.e,  to  preserve  to  the 
nval  claimants,  so  far  as  practicable,  their  own 
several  improvements  ;   e.nd   he   has   authority 


further  to  direct  that  whatever  the  land  thus  appor- 
tioned to  each  such  claimant  may  be  deficient  of 
the  conventional  area  of  a  homestead  (160  acres) 
may  be  made  up  to  him  out  of  unoccupied 
quarter-sections  adjoining. 

No  claim  for  a  homestead  entry  upon  odd- 
numbered  sections,  or  upon  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  School,  or  Indian  lands  has  the  least 
chance  of  being  admitted,  if  the  claimant  be  unable 
to  show  that  he  commenced  occupation  and 
improvement  i^revious  to  survey.  The  importance 
of  making  the  statutory  declaration  before  the 
surveyor,  as  already  mentioned.  Is  therefore  suffi- 
ciently obvious. 

CANCELLATION  AND  FORFEITURE. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Act  shew  the 
law  in  regard  to  the  cancellation  of  homesteads  for 
non-fulfilment  of  conditions  : 

"  In  civse  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  that  the  settler  has  voluntarily  relinquished  kis  claim, or 
has  been  absent  from  the  land  entered  by  him  for  more  than  six 
months  in  any  one  year  wit  hout  leave  of  absence  from  the  Minister 
of  tne  Interior,  then  the  right  to  such  land  shall  be  liable  to  for- 
feiture, and  may  be  cancelled  by  the  said  Minister;  and  the  settlor 
so  relinquisbintf  or  abandoninj?  his  clitiin  shall  not,  except  in 
s])ecial  cases,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  be  permitted  to 
make  a  second  entry. 

"  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  at  any  time  order  an  in- 
spection of  any  homestead  or  homesteads  in  reference  to  which 
there  may  be  reason  to  believe  the  foregoing  provisions,  as  re- 
gards settlomentand  cultivation,  have  not  been  or  are  not  being 
carried  out,  and  may,  on  re|H>rt  of  the  facts,  cancel  the  entfy  of 
auch  homestead  or  homesteads. 

"  And  in  the  case  of  a  cancelled  homestead,  with  or  without 
improvements  thereon,  the  same  shall  not  be  considered  oa  of 
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rlsfht  open  for  fresh  entry,  but.  may  he  hold  for  sale-of  the  laiiJ 
and  uf  the  iniprovenienta,  or  of  thi;  iiniirovementrt  thereon,  In 
connection  with  a  fresh  haroestead  entry  thereof,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior." 

Forma  of  application  for  the  cancellation  of 
entries  respecting  which  the  homestead  conditions 
hare  not  been  fulfilled  may  be  oblained  of  any 
Local  Agent.  Legal  proofs  (i.e.  the  aHidavit  of  the 
applicant,  supported  l)y  those  of  two  credible  wit- 
nesses) must  accompany  the  application.  On  the 
requisite  documents  being  filed  with  him,  the  Local 
Agent  gives  the  party  concerned  notice  to  appear, 

Sersonally  or  by  representative,  at  the  Land 
•ftice  within  thirty  days,  to  disprove  the  allegations 
in  the  aflldavit?,  or  otherwise  show  cause  why  his 
entry  should  not  be  cancelled.  At  the  end  of  that 
period  the  matter  is  referred  to  Ottawa  for  the 
decision  of  the  Minister. 

The  law  contains  necessary  provisions  for  the 
annulling  of  entries  or  patents  issued  erroneously, 
illegally,  or  through  the  perpetration  of  fraud. 

THE  VARIOUS  RKSEBVES. 

Hu(lson*8  Bay  Lands : — According  to  Article  5 
of  the  terms  and  conditions  in  the  deed  of  surren- 
der from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  to  the  Cana- 
dian Qovernment,  of  its  claims  upon  the  lands 
of  the  North- West,  the  Company  is  allowed  one- 
twentieth  of  all  the  lands  surveyed  into  townships 
within  what  is  designated  in  that  document  as 
the  "  Fertile  Belt."  This  apportionment  has  been 
fulfilled  by  setting  apart  two  entire  sections  in  every 
fifth  township,  and  one  section  and  three-fourths 
of  a  section  in  all  other  townships,  within  the  terri- 


tory referred  to.  Thus,  in  evory  township 
numbered  fj,  10,  15,  20,  25,  and  ait  (in,  in  rej-^ular  ' 
succession  northerly  from  thd  Iiitoruatioual 
Boundary,  the  whole  of  Sections  8  and  2(5  are  so 
appropriated  ;  but,  in  all  townships  not  so 
imml)ered,  the  lands  set  a])art  for  the  Company  are 
the  whole  of  Section  8  and  the  soutli  half  and  tlu- 
north-west  quarter  of  Section  2(!.  These  lands  may 
be  purchased  from  the  Company  on  easy  terms. 

Srhoul  Lands : — The  Government^  under  the 
authority  of  Parliament,  has  appropriated  Sections 
11  and  29  in  every  townshin  as  an  endowment  in 
ai  \  of  public  education.  Tnese  "  School  Lands," 
as  they  are  commonly  called,  are  at  present  held 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  in  trust,  for  the 
purposes  of  their  appropriation.  It  is  likely  that 
some  of  them  will  very  shortly  be  disposed  of,  by 
public  auction,  at  an  ujiset  price. 

I'he  Settlement  Jjelt>^:—Geviam  lands  lying  within 
two  miles  of  the  Red  and  Assiniboine  rivers, 
in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  are  commonly 
known  as  lots  within  the  Settleu\ent  Belts.* 
Being  occupied  by  the  original  colonists  of 
the  Red  River  Settlement,  they  were  reserved  from 
general  entry  when  the  ^'ovornment  was  taken 
over  by  Canada  from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 
Subsecj^uently,  the  parties  in  possession  of  these  river 
farms?'  varynig  in  width  from  three  to  twenty 
chains,  were  given  the  outer  two  miles,  making 

*  other  "  settlement "  claims— situate  at  St.  Laurent  and 
Oak  Point  (on  IiS»ke  Manitoba).  VVestbourne,  Lorette,  andTointe 
de  Chdne,  in  Manitoba;  and  on  the  Saskatchewan,  at  IMnce 
Albert,  N.W  T. -come  into  the  same  witeijory.

was  called  the  "hay  privilej^e."  In  some  casas, 
however,  the  claim  for  land  was  commuted  by  the 
issue  of  scrip.  The  lands  granted  having?,  in  all 
cases  except  those  where  the  title  was  a  subject  of 
dispute,  been  patented,  they  may  now  be  purchased 
either  froin  the  original  grantees  or  i)artie8  to  whom 
ikaav.  mav  have  as!*igned  their  rights. 

Half-lrrced  Lands  .'—In  fulfilment  of  the  terms 
upon  which  Manitoba  became  a  Province  of  the 
Dominion,  1,400,000  acres  of  land  in  Manitoba 
were  leserved  for  the  children  of  the  half-breed 
heads  of  families,  in  extinguishment  of  any  title 
they  might  set  up  by  virtue  of  their  partial  Indian 
descent.  This  reserve  has  now  been  distributed 
in  allotments  of  240  acres  to  each  claimant  in  the 
various  parishes.  Such  claims  may  be  purchased 
of  the  original  grantees  or  of  any  person  to  whom 
they  have  a6sij,'ned  their  rights.  ^ 

Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Lands  : — The  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Bailway  Company  has  been  granted 
all  the  lands  contained  within  the  odd-numbered 
sections  of  townships  lying  within  twenty-four 
miles  on  either  side  of  the  line.  These  lands  may 
be  purchased  on  liberal  terms  from  the  Company. 
[See  Supplement  to  the  Appendix.]  ' 

Miscfllaneous: — Under  parliamentary  authority, 
yarious  reserves  have  been  made  for  the  use  of  the 
Indifins  and  of  the  Mounted  Pohce,  and  for  the  ,.ccu- 
pation  in  communities  of  special  classes  of  immi- 
Urants,  sach  as  the  M«nnonite8  and  Icelanders.  The 
QoYernment  has  power  to  set  apart  any  lands  re- 


quired to  aid  ^the  construction  of  railways  ;  and 
also  such  lands  as  may  be  needed  for  town  sites, 
water  powers,  grazing,  mining,  lumbering,  or  other 
special  purposes. 

USEFUL  HINTS  TO  PROSPECTORS. 

Strangers  going  to  th  e  North-West  should  be 
extremely  cautious  m  purchasing  the  abandonment 
of  any  one's  homestead  claim,  as  all  assignments 
and  transfers  of  the  homestead  right  (until  recom- 
mended for  patent)  are  absolutely  invalid,  though, 
FO  far  as  the  party  assigning  is-  concerned,  such  as- 
signment may  be  deemed  by  the  Dominfon  Lands 
authorities  as  evidence  of  voluntary  abandonment. 

Any  person,  however,  whose  homestead  has 
been  recommended  by  the  Local  Agent  for  letters 
patent  (proofs  of  fulfilment  of  conaitions  having, 
of  course,  been  filed  with  him)  may  legally  convey, 
assign,  and  transfer  his  right  and  title  therein. 
There  is  a  book  kept  in  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  for  the  registration,  at  the  option  of  the 
parties  interested,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  $2.00, 
of  any  such  assignment  of  legally  assignable  rights 
(proof  of  which  must  accompany  the  application 
to  legister;)  and  the  law  holds  every  assignment  so 
registered  as  valid  against  any  other  assignment 
unregistered  or  subsetjuently  registered,  even  if 
previously  made.  Every  assignment  must,  for 
the  purpose  of  registration,  be  entirely  uncon- 
ditional. 

Bounty  land  warrants^  whether  issued  to  men 
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who  have  eervetl  in  the  North- W-'st  Mounted 
Police  or  thts  militia  fuico  formerly  petfornuns; 
dutv  in  Manitoba,  are  ac(;cpted  in  payment  of  all 
ianas  for  the  amount  they  reprcf^ent,  viz  :  160 
acres;  but  purchaaers  of  warrants  should  be  careful 
to  see  that  the  assignment  to  theniselvea,  as  well  a- 
all  previou8  assignments,  ia  duly  registered  at 
Ottawa.  It  is  essential  to  its  validity  that  the  first 
assignment  of  a  warrant  should  be  endorsed  on  the 
document  itself. 

Land  scrip,  whcth'.M'  that  issued  to  half-breed 
heads  of  families  or  of  the  kind  granted  to  "old' 
settlers"  in  the  Setth.'nient  Belts,  to  extruguidi 
certain  claims,  is  of  the  same  value  as  cash,  lo  the 
bearer,  in  any  purchase  of  Dominion  lands,  for  the 
amount  represented  on  its  face. 

Settlers  who  take  u])  homesteads  are  required 
to  become  actual  residents  and  improvers  of  their 
claims  within  six  morths  from  date  of  entry.  In 
the  case,  however,  of  immigrants  applying  to  the 
Minister  of.  the  Interior  for  leave  to  settle  in  a 
kommunity,  and  shewing  good  cause,  the  Governor 
Oeneral-in-Council  has  power  to  extend  the  period 
to  twelve  months. 

It  is  important  in  every  case  to  make  a  huuie- 
stcad  entry  as  soon  as  possible,  becau:ie  no  patent 
can  issue  (as  a  free  grant)  until  three  years  from  the 
date  of  entry  have  expired  ;  and  it  is  essential  to 
.reside  on  the  homestead  a\id  cultivate  the  same 
continuously  in  order  that  no  delay  may  be  oc- 
casioned at  the  expiration  of  the  above  period. 
Further,  it  is  important  because,  should   circum- 


stances recjuire  the  settler  to  reside  elsewhere,  a 
continuous  fulfilment  of  the  homestead  conditions 
for  twelve  months  would  give  him  the  right,  under 
a  sjiecial  clause  of  the  Act,  to  purohaso  such  home- 
stead at  the  current  price  of  the  adjacent  guvern- 
uient  lands.  The  Department  iu)lds  rc?i;K'nee  to 
have  been  "continuous,"  in  the  legal  sense,  not- 
withslandiug  the  settler  may  have  been  absent  from 
his  homestead  for  a  i)eriod  not  exceeding  six 
months  oltogother  in  any  one  vear  of  his  occupa- 
tion ;  ccUivation  must,  however,  have  been  carried 
on  eaih  .><  ason  by  himself  or  his  revnesentatives. 

Ill  ihe  case,  however,  when  a  certain 
number  of  homestead  settlers,  embracing  not 
jess  than  twenty  familie.«,  with  a  view  to 
greater  convenience  in  the  establishment  of 
schools,  churches,  etc.,  ask  to  lie  allowed  to  settle 
together  in  a  haudet  or  village,  the  Minister  may 
vary  the  leciuirement  as  to  residence  on,  but  not 
as  to  the  cultivation  of,  each  separate  (^uarter- 
sectitni.  . 

Land  Prospectors  will  act  wisely  in  making 
sure  ihat  the  land  they  proiMtse  ti)  enter  for  is  not 
already  claimed  in  any  way  l)y  a  ])rior  occupant. 
As  a  general  rule,  it  will  be  found  „«";r  to  take  up 
land  to  which  no  legal  or  eciuitable  claim  is  likely 
to  be  asserted  than  to  go  into  disputed  pose-'-ion 
of  a  superior  location.  In  the  one  case,  tl  "tllei 
can  confidently  proceed  with  his  improvements  ; 
in  the  other,  he  will  be  Inndered  by  the  delay  and 
uncertainty  involved  in  obtaining  a  decision.

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West  Territories  tluit  has  been  already  patented  froui 
the  Crown  should  never  pay  any  portion  of  the  price 
agreed  upon  without  first  satisfying  themselves,  by 
obtaining  an  abstract  of  titb  from  the  Registry  Office 
for  the  Registration  District  in  which  the  lands  are 
situate,  that  no  agreements,  mortgages,  judgments, 
or  other  incumbrances  are  recorded  against  it ;  also, 
that  no  arrears  of  taxes  are  due  upon  such  pro- 

1)erty.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that,  as  the 
aw  attaches  the  greatest  possible  importance  to 
priority  of  registration,  no  delay  should  be  allowed 
to  intervene  between  the  signing  of  a  deed  and 
seeing  that  it  is  duly  registered.  A  Registrar's  fee 
in  Manitoba  for  registering  an  ordinary  convey- 
ance is  $2.20;  he  charges  5()  cents  for  a  search,  and 
for  tia  abstract  according  to  the  number  of  the  en- 
tries of  documents  affecting  the  property. 

Persona  travelling  in  the  North-West  are  re- 
quired to  be  particularly  careful  to  extinguish  their 
camp-fires  before  leaving  them,  so  that  the  de- 
structive consec|uencesof  a  prairie  fire  may  be  pre- 
vented. Both  in  Manitoba  and  the  Territories 
legii>lation  has  provided  adeuuate  penalties  for  the 

gunishment  of  criminal  negligence  in  this  respect. 
hould  it  happen,  however,  that  a  party  of  Pros- 
pectors are  threatened  by  a  prairie  fire  approaching 
them,  and  no  other  means  of  escape  are  available, 
the  danger  may  be  efi'ectually  overcome  by  setting 
fire  to  the  prairie  to  leeward  of  the  party,  and 
movivg  the  travellers,  with  their  ouftt,  onto  the 
ground  so  burnt  over. 


In  case  of  Prospectors  losing,  their  animals 
while  in  camp  during  the  summer  time,  it  would 
be  well  to  remember  that  oxen  and  horses  invari- 
ably graze  to  windward,  in  order  to  avoid  the  flies 
as  much  as  possible. 

In  calculating  itinerary  distances  on  the  map, 
it  is  only  necessary  to  remember  that  a  township  is 
about  SIX  miles  si|uare;  by  multiplying  the  number 
of  townships  to  be  passed  over  by  six,  a  fair  idea 
of  the  distance  to  be  travelled  may  be  arrived  at. 

Topographical  maps  of  all  townships  surveyed 
since  1879,  printed  on  a  scale  of  2  in.  to  the  mile, 
by  photo-lithography,  may  be  obtained  at  aiiy 
Dominion  Lands  Office,  at  50  cents  each. 

Laud  hunters  who  fail  at  first  to  find  locations 
to  suit  them  should  push  further  west,  to  obtain  a 
more  extensive  choice.  It  will  often  happen,  how- 
ever, that,  on  their  letuni  journey,  they  will  be 
surprised  to  find  coijiten'ed  families  and  growing 
crops  upon  the  very  farms  that  they  themselves 
rejected  as  unworthy  of  their  selection  only  a  few 
weeks  previous,. 

Lastly,  manly  Prospectors  will  not  feel  dis- 
couraged if  they  should  be  bitten  by  a  mos([uito,  or 
be  tea-'ied  by  a  Hy,  during  sultry  weather.  Experi- 
ence shows  that  a  "  tender-foot,"  as  a  new  arrival 
in  the  North-West  is  called,  invariably  attracts  the 
largest  share  of  the  attention  of  these  pests,  which 
it  is  comforting  to  know  always  disappear  as  the 
settlement  and  cultivation  of  the  country  pro- 
gress.

Territoriei)  if  the  head  of  a  family  takes  the  pre* 
caution  of  securing  it  by  effecting  the  neceas^-y 
special  registration, 

IN  THB  NORTH-WBHT    TERRITORIES, 

Any  vfon  who  is  the  owner  of  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  for 
life,  wtth  a  house  "thereon  actually  occupied  by  him.  may 
register  as  a  •'  homesteiid "  in  the  ordinary  Koiflstry  ottice  for 
t^«  (llatrict,  tin  extent  of  land  not  exc«edin)r  eighty  acres  (in  a 


rural  locality,)  or  the  lot  on  which  such  dwelling  home  stands 
(If  an  Incorporated  city,  town,  or  village.)  A  homestead  thus 
resfistered  is  wholly  exempt  from  seizure  or  sale  under  execution 
or  under  any  act  respcctinz  insolvenuy.forany  debt  of  theownor 
contracted  lU'ter  such  regTatrutioii,  provided  tho  value  of  the 
homestead  does  not  exceed  !J2,000.  If  its  value  exceeds  that 
amount,  then  it  stands  so  exempt  to  that  amount,  except :-  (1).

family  for  thirty  days;  (5)  one  cow,  two  oxen,  one  horse,  four 
■heep,  two  pljfs,  and  food  (or  the  same  for  thirty  d»ys;  (fi)  the 
toots  and  necessaries  used  by  the  debtor  in  his  trade*  or  profos- 
■lon,  to  the  value  of  9100  (ii  he  bo  a  nicclmnic),  and  $im  (it  ho  be 
a  farmer  or  professional  man;;  (7^  the  aniclos  and  furniture 
nec-essiirv  to  the  performance  of  relisiuus  services;  (8)  the  neces- 
sary and  ordinary  clothing  of  the  uebtor  and  his  family.  The 
debtor  is  moreover  entitled  to  choose  which  articles  he  will  retain 
in  tbe  event  of  having  mure  of  a  particular  Itind  than  is  covered 
by  the  exemption. 

The  articles  embraced  within  the  exemptions  numbered  3,  5, 
6,  and  7  are,  however,  liab'e  to  seizure,  i(  their  prire  should  he 
sued  for— that  is,  if  they  have  not  l)een  piiid  for.  School  and 
municipal  taxes  are  recoverable,  and  may  be  levied  for  U|Kin  any 
of  the  debtor's  real  or  jiersonal  property,  except  such  as  is  in- 
eluded  in  exemptions  2,  3. 6, 6,  7,  and  8. 

The  Act  furf'er  declarej  that  no  judgment  or  action  for  debt 
contracted  outside  the  I'rovince  shall  be  enforced  aguiuit  any 
settler  cominv;  into  Manitoba  within  a  i)eriod  of  seven  years  ironi 
the  date  of  his  arrival,  though  this  provision  has  no  ofTcct  to 
prevent  the  collection  of  debts  contracted  outside  the  rrovinue 
lor  goods  purchased  to  be  brought  into  it. 

SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  NATURALIZATION  LAW 
OF  CANADA. 

The  following  are  the  principal  provisions  of 
"The  Naturalization  Act,  Canada,  1881,"  summar- 
ited  as  briefly  as  may  be ; — 

ACTUAL  STATUS  OF  ALIENS. 

"  Real  and  personal  pro^perty  of  every  description  may  be 
taken,  acquired,  held,  and  disposed  of  by  an  alien  in  the  same 
manner  in  all  res)>ects  as  by  a  natural-born  British  subject;  and 
a  title  to  real  and  personal  property  of  every  description  may  be 
derived  through,  from,  or  in  succession  to  an  alien,  in  the  same 
manner  fn  all  respects  as  through,  from,  or  in  sHccession  to  a 
Mk(ural-b«m  British  aubject.' 


Aliens,  however,  are  not  qualified  for  office  ; 
to  exercise  any  municipal,  parliamentary,  or  other 
franchise,  or  to  be  the  owners  of  a  British  ship. 

REI'ATniATION    OF   DI\ITISII-IloI\.\   ALIENS. 

The  following  clauses  have  a  special  interest 
for  British  subjects  who  voluntarily  relinquished 
the  privileges  A  such  with  a  view  of  -settfing  in 
the  United  States  or  other  foreign  country,  but 
now  desire  to  repatriate  themselves  : 

"  Where  the  British  subject  1ms  before  the  coming  into  force 
of  this  Act  voluntarily  become  natuialized  in  a  foroifjn  State,  and 
yet  is  desirous  of  remaining  a  British  subject  within  Canada,  he 
may,  at  any  time  within  two  jears  after  the  ooniinj<  into  force  of 
this  Act,  make  a  declaration  that  he  is  desirous  of  remaining  a 
British  subject,  anf'  •.ipon  such  declaration  being  made,  and  U})on 
his  takin.u:  the  oath  of  allegiance,  the  declarant  siiall  be  deemed  to 
be  and  to  have  been  continuiilly  a  iiritisii  subject  within  Canada; 
with  this  qnalitication,  that  he  shall  not,  when  within  the  limits 
of  the  foreign  State  in  which  ho  has  been  naturalized,  be  deemed 
within  Canada  to  be  a  British  subject,  unles.s  he  has  ceased  to  be  a 
subject  of  that  State  in  pursuance  of  a  treaty  to  that  elfeet. 

"  A  declaration  of  British  nationality  rnay  be  made,  and  the 
oath  of  allegiance  be  taken  as  follows  :-'If  the  declarant  be  m  the 
United  Kingdom,  in  the  presence  of  a  justice  of  the  peace;  if  else- 
where in  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  in  the  presence  of  any  judge  of 
any  court  of  civil  or  criminal  jurisdiction,  or  of  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  of  any  other  officer  for  the  time  being  authorized  by  law, 
m  the  place  in  which  the  declarant  is.  to  administer  an  oath  for 
any  judicial  or  other  legal  purpose;  and  if  out  of  Her  .'.(ajesty's 
dominions,  in  the  presence  ot  any  ofHcer  in  the  diplomatic  or 
consular  service  of  Her  Majesty." 

NATURALIZATION    OF    ALIK.NS    AND   RESUMPTION   OP 
niUTISn    NATIONALITY.

limirn  of  the  forelsfn  State  of  which  he  was  a  subject  previously  to 
obtaininir  his  certificate  of  naturaltzittion  ,be  deemed  tube  a  British 
subject  unless  he  has  ceased  to  be  a  subject  bf  thU  Stat«  in 
pursuance  of  a  treaty  or  couTention  to  that  effect." 

"  A  special  certiflcateof  naturaizatlon  may  in  manner  afore- 
said be  (jrantitd  to  any  person  with  respect  to  whose  nationality 
as  a  British  subject  a  doubt  exists,  and  such  certificate  nmy 
specify  that  the  grant  thereof  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  quietitii,' 
doubt  as  to  the  right  of  such  person  to  bo  deemed  a  British 
subject." 

A  natural-born  Britit^h  subject  who  has  become 
an  alien  may,  upon  the  same  tennnand  subjt^ct  to 
theeame  conditions  as  aie  required  in  the  case  of 
nn  alien,  apply  to  the  proper  authurity  for  a  "cer- 
tificate of  re-admisKJon  to  British  nationality," 
re-admitting  him  to  the  status  of  a  British  subject 
within  Canada.

THE  OATH  OF  ALLEGIANCE, 


The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the  oath  of 

allegiance    required   of   aliens    becoming   British 

subjects  in  Canada.     It  will  be  seen  that  it  contains 

nothing    discriminating    offensively    against    th« 

country  to  which  such  alien  owes  his  birth,  as  does 

that  required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  :— 

I  do  sincerely  promise  and  swear  (or,  being  a  perixm  alUnimd 
()y\aw  to  ajflrm  in  judicial  eaiieif,  affirm]  that  I  will  be  faithful 
and  heir  triie  allegiance  to  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  as  lawful 
Sovereign  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
and  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  dependent  on  and  belongino^  to 
tho  said  Kingdom,  and  that  I  will  defend  her  to  the  utmost  of  my 
power  against  all  traitoroos  const^iracios  or  attempts  whatever 
which  may  bo  made  against  tier  person,  ci'OT?n,  and  dignity,  and 
that  I  will  do  my  utmost  endeavour  to  disclose  and  mal<e  known 
to  Her  M'jeety,  her  Heirs,  or  Successors,  all  treason  ortraitoroBS 
conspiracies  and  attempts  wliick  I  shall  kn'  w  to  br  against  her  wr 
any  of  them;  and  a'l  this  I  do  swear  [or  aftirnij  without  an/ 
equivocation,  mental  evasion,  or  secret  reservation.  So  help  me 
God.

On  account  of  the  f;reat  force  required  ti>  lire.ik  the  [irairie  in  (he 
first  in.stance,  tlierr  are  many  who  jiretcr  oxen  to  horses;  nnd  there 
is  alsf)  a  liability  of  horses  becomincc  i^ick  in  Manitoba  when  first 
i.iken  (here  from  the  older  parts  of  tho  continiint,  until  they  become 
accustomed  to  the  new  feed  and  tiie  countiy,  especially  if  they  are 
worked  hard.  A  pair  of  oxen  will  break  .in  acre  and  n  half  a  day, 
with  very  little  or  no  eNponsr  at  all  for  icd.  Mules  have  been 
found  to  do  very  wc;ll.  and  they  are  ccu-iidcied  well  aiai)ted  for 
prairie  work.
